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Police Academy, Fire Department, 
Water, Windows Occupy Council

At its December 13 meeting, 
the Greenbelt City Council was 
briefed on the new Police Youth 
Academy program to begin at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS) in mid-January. . In an 
expeditious manner, council ap- 
proved a series of contractors for 
fire department improvements, 
design services for a Public 
Works addition, Greenbelt Lake 
water quality improvements, and 
test cases for new windows for 
the Greenbelt Community Center. 
The city took steps toward be- 
coming a Tree City USA and an 
official participant in the Millen- 
nium Communities Program. 

Police Youth Academy 

Corporal David Buerger and 
Master Patrol Officer Marty 
Parker, the city’s two School Re- 
source officers, provided an 
overview of the Greenbelt Police 
Department’s Criminal Justice 
Youth Academy, which will be- 
gin at ERHS on January 19. 
Modeled along the lines of the 
successful Citizens’ Academy, the 
Youth Academy will expose stu- 
dents to the criminal justice sys- 
tem, provide guidance to those 
considering a career in law en- 
forcement, and build positive re- 
lationships between the students 
and the police, the officers said. 

The 16-week Academy is the 
first of its kind in the Washing- 
ton, D.C. area. The students will 
learn ‘in classroom settings and 
through field trips. The Acad- 
emy is scheduled for Tuesday af- 
ternoons from 4:30 to 6:30. Of- 
ficer Parker outlined the curricu- 
lum, which includes the history 
of law enforcement, the role of 
police officers, report writing, 


classification of crime, high 
speed pursuits, traffic law, DWI, 
canine programs, traffic stops, ju- 
venile justice, self-defense, the 
use of deadly force, searching, 
handcuffing, and forensics. 

The program will include vid- 
eos, guest speakers, and field

trips. The jail, Department of 
Corrections, emergency vehicle 
program, courthouse or FBI are 
possible destinations. Students 
will have an opportunity to ob- 
serve, interact and get hands-on 
experience. 

Officer Buerger’s goal is to 
incorporate the program into the 
school curriculum to include 
those who might have difficulty 
with after-school transportation. 
The officers also hope, with the 
approval of a pending $20,000 
grant, to incorporate anger man- 
agement into the Academy pro- 
gram. The officers—treferred to 
as “Burger (Buerger) and Fries” 
by the students—want the Acad- 
emy to be a memorable experi- 
ence with as much participation 
by students as possible. 

Mayor Judith Davis and coun- 
cil members commended the of- 
ficers on the program and their 
work with thé Greenbelt schools. 
In introductory remarks, Police 
Chief James Craze indicated that 
Corporal Buerger has been asked 
to serve on the board of directors 
for the National Association of 
School Resource Officers. 
Buerger said that although the 
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Academy has not held its first 
session, they have received 
countless requests from all 
around the country for informa- 
tion about the program and how 
to start one. 
Tree City USA 

What might have seemed a 
shoo-in — a proposal that 
Greenbelt apply for designation 
as a Tree City USA — ran into 
serious discussion and unexpected 
opposition during the council 
meeting. This designation, by the 
National Arbor Day Foundation, 
recognizes communities that ef- 
fectively manage their tree re- 
sources. There are four require- 
ments to become a Tree City: a 
designated tree board or depart- 
ment, expenditures of at least $2 
per capita on community forestry, 
an Arbor Day observance, and 
adoption of a tree ordinance. 
Staff presented a draft ordinance 
for council to review and ap- 
prove for first reading. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
asked, “What’s in it for 
“Mostly recogni- 
tion,” replied City- Manager 
Michael McLaughlin. He added 
that the Tree City designation 
may sometimes come into play 
when applying for grants in this 
area. White said that “Greenbelt 
has almost written the book” on 
trees; he questioned whether this 
designation really enhances 
Greenbelt’s position. White also 
questioned whether the recycling 
committee and the Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board would 


have sufficient time to review 


and advise. 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 


questioned the speed of the re-

Bo Ferguson Is Off to Rockville

Bowman Ferguson, known 
around town as “Bo Ferguson,” 
has decided to take a new posi- 
tion in the City of Rockville as 
the Project Implementations Co- 
ordinator in the city manager’s 

office starting this January. 
Ferguson has worked for 
Greenbelt for nearly three and a 
half years, after coming from 
graduate school at the University 
of Kansas. Ferguson was offered 
an internship by Daniel Hobbs, 
Greenbelt’s former city manager, 





while he was attending Kansas. 

“The internship turned into a 
full-time job and over the year I 
have worked on special projects 
for the city manager,” Ferguson 
said. Some of those projects in 
which Ferguson has gained exper- 
tise include preparing the annual 
budget and preparing grants for 
the city. He has also been the 
Green Ridge House liaison as a 
member of the senior housing 
committee that oversees the facil- 
ity for the elderly. and handi- 
capped. 

Furthermore, Ferguson was an 
advocate for the “Save the 
Greenbelt Theater” effort through 
his involvement with city council; 
he was a liaison to the Commu- 
nity Relations Advisory Board 
which advises city council on 
community issues of social equal- 
ity; and he helped to create the 
Greenbelt city website, “Greenbelt 
City Link” (www.ci.greenbelt. 
md.us). 

Ferguson has established the 
Metropolitan Association of Local 
Government Assistants 
(MALGA), which brings people 
together who work in support 


roles in surrounding area city 
governments. 

“The organization helps these 
people talk about different issues 
and lets people that do similar 
tasks have a common bond,” 
Ferguson said. 

City officials who know 
Ferguson commended him on his 
work and wished him well in his 
future endeavors. 

“I think we are very sorry to 
see Bo leave, but understand that 
in the city manager profession 
one needs to move to different 
communities in one’s career,” 
Mike McLaughlin, Greenbelt city 
manager, said. “Greenbelt’s loss 
is Rockville’s gain.” 

“We're sorry to see him go, 
he’ll be missed and we wish him 
well in his new position,” David 
Moran, city clerk, said. 

Ferguson is looking forward to 
a career in local government 
management and feels that this 
move will help him reach his ca- 
reer goals. 

“I hope that I have contributed 
something to city council because 
the people in Greenbelt have 
been very helpful,’ Ferguson said. 


Greenbelt Pioneer Recalls 
“Good Old Days” and War

In the early 1940s, the pres- 
ence of a limousine in Greenbelt 
would signal the arrival of a spe- 
cial person for Leonard Muller. 
Thinking the occupant was his 
grandmother, he would run up to 
Eleanor Roosevelt while onstage, 
and she would place the toddler 
on her lap. 

“Mrs. Roosevelt took the time 
to spend with us. She made us 
feel like she was one of us,” said 
Leonard’s mother, Ida Mae 
Muller of Roosevelt’s bi-monthly 
visits to the community. “She 
was a wonderful person.” 

A week after her husband Jo- 
seph Muller died, and a week 
before she headed to Florida to 
live, the 85-year-old pioneer 
reminisced about her life in 
Greenbelt. Her journey began on 
an unseasonably warm day in 
February 1938. With flowers in 
bloom, the Mullers moved imto 
44 Crescent Road, becoming the 
apartment’s first residents. 
Muller had taken a job with the 
United States Forest Service for 
an annual salary of $1,620. He 
was-paid from petty cash. 

During this time, Mrs. Muller, 
who was pregnant, said Greenbelt 
focused heavily on women hav- 
ing healthy children. A nurse 
gave classes for them in the of- 
fice next to Ben Franklin’s, what 
is now known as the Conve- 
nience Store (formerly 7-11). By 
1943, the Mullers had more chil- 
dren. The city allowed them to 
move into a house at the 33 
court of Ridge Road where they 


paid $23 a month, six dollars 
more in rent than their apart- 
ment. 

With life in a house came 
rules. Residents could not leave 
their laundry on the. clothesline 
past 4 p.m. nor could they hang 
out clothes on Sundays.~ Viola- 
tors were fined $2. The regula- 
tions did not stop at the yards of

the houses. Women were not al- 
lowed to wear shorts at the Cen- 
ter, where Mrs. Muller said she 
would watch Lenore Thomas 
sculpt the Mother and Child 
statue. 

Muller contributed. to the. war 
effort by patrolling the coast as a 
private pilot in the Civil Air Pa- 
trol on weekends. Mrs. Muller 
told of a Sunday evening when 
one of her sons excitedly ran into 
the house because a plane was 
flying at low altitudes. When 
Muller came home, the family. 
recounted the incident. Muller 
remarked that he was the plane’s 


pilot, and the stunt was meant to

Greendale Residents Fondly 
Remember the Early Days

(This is the first in a series of 
articles about the recollections of 
pioneer families at Greendale, 
Wisconsin. The articles consist 
of excerpts from a_ book, 
“Greendale, Remembers: The 
Story of the Village in the Voices 
of Its People,” published by the 
Greendale Historical Society on 
the occasion of the village’s 60th. 
Anniversary in 1998. Readers 
will note amazing similarities be- 
tween the experiences and feel- 
ings of the Greendale pioneers 
and those expressed by early 
Greenbelters in the city’s booklet, 
“Looking Back,” a collection of 
recollections compiled by Dorothy 
Lauber for the city of Greenbelt 
on the occasion of the city’s SOth 
Anniversary. ¥ 

Greendale was constructed by 
the Resettlement Administration 
of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, the same program that 
built Greenbelt, and the third sis- 
ter city, Green Hills, Ohio. 
Greendale was located in a rural 
farm area southwest of Milwau- 
kee, about as far away from the 
main city as Greenbelt is from 
Washington, D.C. Instead of row 
houses, the typical dwelling unit 
was a small freestanding home 


located immediately beside a 
deadend alleyway extending from 
a street. While the houses were 
close together, there was. also 


_plenty of nearby greenspace. 


Multiple-family dwellings were 
also built. 

In this article, Greendale pio- 
neers tell about how they quali- 
fied for living in this model com- 
munity. )

My mother saw an ad in The 
Milwaukee Journal about the 
construction of the Village. 
They were looking for prospec- 
tive tenants. She grabbed a 
street car and a bus to the end of 
the line and walked out to 
Greendale. —Roger Klett 

My brother-in-law, who knew 
people who lived in Greendale, 
mentioned “Why don’t you put 
in an application?’ At that time, 
of course, you couldn’t be mak-

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Hypothermia Hazard To Cold Old Folks. 


With the winter rapidly ap- 
proaching, it is important for older 
people to realize they are suscep- 
tible to hypothermia, the most 
deadly cold-induced condition. 
Hypothermia occurs. when the 
body’s core temperature of 37. de- 
grees Celsius is lowered by expo- 
sure to the cold... If not caught.and 
treated early on, it can lead to a 
rapid decline in the body’s ability 
to function normally. Each year 
more than 700 Americans die of 
hypothermia — many in regions 
thought to have mild climates. 

Older persons have a lower 
metabolic rate, which makes’ it 
more difficult to maintain normal 
body temperature when exposed to 
cold weather. Because they may 
not have the ability to detect tem- 
perature change, older people may 
not seek shelter early enough to 
avoid hypothermia. 

Cold temperatures, improper 
clothing, wetness, fatigue and ex- 
haustion, dehydration, poor food 
intake, and some illnesses and 
medications may lead to hypother- 
mia. Symptoms to look for in- 
Clude excessive shivering, shallow 
breathing, inability to think and 
pay attention, weak pulse, slurred 
speech, poor control over body 
movements, irrational behavior or 
a blue hue to the skin. In severe 
cases shivering stops, the indi- 
vidual loses consciousness, has 
little or no breathing, and the pulse 
is weak, irregular or non-existent. 

To treat hypothermia, move the 
victim to a warmer location, re- 
place all cold or wet clothing with 
layers of warm, dry clothing to 
prevent further heat loss, and wrap 
the person in warm blankets. Do 
not attempt to rewarm with hot 
water or by massaging the body, 
as. this could lead to serious tissue 
damage. Do not give alcohol or

GED classes are held every 
Tuesday and Thursday for 10 
weeks, in the Municipal Building 
Conference Room, 25 Crescent 
Road. Students are required to 
show proof of residency (i.e., cur- 
rent lease, phone or electric bill, 
driver’s license or Motor Vehicle 
I.D. card). 

There is no charge for 
Greenbelt residents in either 
course. Non-Greenbelt residents 
are required to pay a $100 regis- 
tration fee. All students are re- 
quired to purchase a copy of the 
GED textbook (purchased from 
Greenbelt CARES) at a cost of 
$14. 

Students do not have to be 16 
years of age to take the GED 
course. Students are eligible to 
take a GED pre-test given at 


Greenbelt CARES at no cost. 
The actual GED test is given by 
the state of Maryland, not 
Greenbelt CARES. However, 
students ready to take the test 
can obtain the application forms 
from Greenbelt CARES.

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Local Fiber Artist Weaves 
Project for Kreative Kids

Elizabeth Lundberg Morisette, 
a fiber artist who has enjoyed 
managing Greenbelt’s Kreative 
Kids Camp since 1998, currently 
looks forward to coordinating the 
arts activities during the end of 
the millennium’s “Countdown 
Camp,” which will run December 
27 through 31 for children ages 
six through 12. 

Kreative Kids Camp has re- 
ceived much praise from parents 
and children alike. Ramona 
Kessel remembered that her 
daughter Sarah “...loved it. It was 
all she talked about this summer. 
Next summer will be her third 
year of Kreative Kids Camp.” 
The children participated in a va- 
riety of arts and crafts activities 
as well as dance and theatre 
projects they performed for the 
public at the end of each camp 
session. 

Countdown Camp will be like 
Kreative Kids Camp. Its purpose 
is to celebrate the New Year in 
ways other cultures do with em- 
phasis on song, dance, arts and 
crafts. “The last day of camp will 
be New Year’s Eve, and so we'll 
celebrate it with whoever is cel- 
ebrating it at that time,” said 
Morisette. 

Morisette found a New Year’s 
tradition from Thailand particu- 
larly captivating: “The children 
make scented water and pour it 
into“ bottles and then they pour it 
on their parents’ or elders’ hands 
as a sign of respect....So we'll 
[Countdown Campers] get some 
herbs and decorate bottles and do 
that at the party.” 

In the greater Washington area, 
Morisette started to work for 
children’s camps at St. Clement 
Episcopal Church Preschool 
Camp in Alexandria, Virginia. 
“One thing that frustrated me in 
working with preschoolers was I 
was used to working with kids 
school age or older as far as do- 
ing arts projects. So I think I ex- 
pected too much from the poor 
kids...,” laughed Morisette. 

Weaving 

Managing children’s camps is 
only one of Morisette’s accom- 
plishments within the community. 
She. also offers weaving classes 
through the Greenbelt Association 
of Visual Arts [GAVA]. “Weaving 
is just so relaxing and easy, 
simple and wonderful... Elizabeth 
is just so creative and encourag- 
ing,” recalled Pauline Grant, a 
weaving student. 

During these classes, students 
learn everything they need to 
know to complete a project on 
their own. They build a loom and 
learn stitches and patterns to 
weave scrap pieces #f yarn, fab- 
ric, and other found objects, into 
any project. 

Morisette especially appreciates 
that weaving is a multipurpose art 
form: one can create a piece of 
art to decorate a living room, or a 
functional rug for the kitchen 
floor. Additionally, Morisette ap- 
preciates that weaving is an envi- 
ronment-conserving art, which is 
important to her. She stressed that 
weavers do. not need dyes or 
other chemicals common in other 
art forms. 

Morisette further likes to re- 
cycle materials. “I take plastic 
grocery bags and weave them 
into a fabric and make them into 
washable grocery bags that you 
can use over and over again,” 
said Morisette of one of her fa- 
vorite projects. 

Morisette’s current project was 


* 


born when the Reverend Kathy 
Jordan of St. John’s Episcopal 
Church in Beltsville asked her 
help in decorating their Parish 
Hall. This was, in Jordan’s 
words, “a room without a soul” 
before Morisette began hanging 
her art work. 

She is now creating “Joseph’s 
Coat of Many Colors”—a large 
tapestry containing pieces of fab- 
ric from each member of the 
congregation. “Aside from the 
biblical implications and religious 
imagery...this piece represents the 
racial and ethnic diversity at St. 
John’s, which we are all very 
proud of,” said Reverend Jordan. 

Personal Background 

Although her work is so well 
received, Morisette is a rather 
unlikely candidate for a career in 
weaving. Often weaving is 
passed on as a family tradition. 
None of Morisette’s family mem- 
bers, however, weave. Her father 
worked as a meteorologist for the 
Air Force, so she and her family 
moved frequently until they 
settled down in North Carolina. 
Morisette began to weave there 
while getting a degree in graphic 
design from North Carolina State 
University. 

Barbara Schulman, a profes- 
sor, provided Morisette with a 
booklet on how to weave. Since 
no weaving classes were offered, 
Morisette taught herself by study- 
ing Schulman’s _ booklet. 
Morisette said she loved working 
in North Carolina, which is open 
to new artists and new visions 
while still respecting traditional 
arts and crafts.

Morisette met her husband 
Jeff, a scientist, while she was a 
student. When her husband was 
hired by NASA, Greenbelt 
seemed an ideal neighborhood 
since she knew about the possi- 
bility of obtaining a studio at the 
Community Center. 

The Community Center cur- 
rently hosts the exhibit “The Fig- 
ure in Fiber,’ where one can take 
a closer look at Morisette’s se- 
ries, “People Totems.” The ex- 
hibit will continue in the Gallery 
through January 12. And then, of 
course, there is Countdown 
Camp for all those six to 12- 
year-olds who would like to try 
their creative side, as well as en- 
joy looking at how other cultures 
celebrate the step into the new 
millennium.

have dinner ready because he 
was coming home. 

Getting the food home to 
prepare dinner required tenacity 
during the war. Because being 
at the end of the line could 
mean no food, Mrs. Muller said 
she would get up at 4 a.m. to 
be first in line to get rations 
consisting of milk, eggs, and 
margarine for the family of six. 
She said she would send her 
sons to draw water from Indian 
Springs, located at the rear of 
the site now called the Golden 
Triangle. When the war ended, 
Mrs. Muller remembered join- 
ing other women who poured 
onto Ridge Road, banging pot 
lids together in celebration. 

“Gee, those were wonderful 
days,” said Mrs. Muller. “We 
didn't have money, but boy it 
was fun.” 

One of the ways the family 
entertained themselves was by 
participating in the Labor Day 
Festival parade, Mrs. Muller 
said. Joseph Cipriano, a farmer 
who built a portion of Glenn 
Dale Road, would bring his 
donkey, decorate his wagon, 
and give the children rides in it. 
Children on tricycles and bi- 
cycles also peddled in the pro- 
cession. 

“It was very simple, but ex- 
citing,” she said. 

At the close of the 1950s, 
the family moved to Chicago 
where Muller opened a hard- 
ware store. They returned a 
decade later, but this time to a 
home on Lakeview Circle, and 
Muller took a job with the U.S. 
Department of Commerce. For 
13 of the years he served there 
he was chief of the lumber di- 
vision. 

During another part of his 
tenure there, he worked as a 
foreign trade mission specialist 
and traveled around the world 
three times. President John F. 
Kennedy also appointed Muller 
to represent the United States 
in three international confer- 
ences. After retirement, the 
Mullers moved to the Solomons 
Island for a while and then to 
Florida during the summers. 
But they never stayed long. 

“We always came back to 
Greenbelt,” Mrs. Muller said, as 
she prepared to leave for the fi- 
nal time. “I wish I could live 
those years over,” said Mrs. 
Muller. “Greenbelt was great.”

Preservation Service Awards 
are presented to groups, agencies, 
educators, or private individuals 
for significant accomplishments 
or activities in historic preserva- 
tion that advance public apprecia- 
tion of preservation at a local or 
regional level. 

Heritage Book Awards are pre- 
sented to the author and primary 
supporting or sponsoring entity 
for heritage books of scholarly or 
general interest. Heritage books 
may document the history of a 
region, subject or culture; serve 
as instructions manuals in fields 
related to preservation; or contrib- 
ute to the general understanding 


of Maryland’s heritage. The 
publication must have been pub- 


lished within two years of being 


nominated.

Awards are presented to individu- 
als, organizations or agencies for 
projects, programs, curricula, ex- 
hibits and related materials which 
directly serve to educate the pub- 
lic about any aspect of 
Maryland’s heritage.

the ordinance codified existing 
policies and practices. Several 
questioned the impact on trees 
on private property. 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
wanted homeowners’ associa- 
tions to review and comment. 
Roberts thought it ironic that 
other cities designated as tree 
cities were virtually without 
woods and had only street trees. 
Additional questions were asked 
about many of the specifics in 
the ordinance, including the es- 
tablishment of an Advisory 
Committee on Trees. 

Mayor Davis said Greenbelt 
has a history of protecting and 
promoting trees and that it 
should be recognized for what it 
has already done. She advo- 
cated referring the ordinance to 
appropriate committees while 
moving ahead to seek the desig- 
nation. Finally, council unani- 
mously approved referring the 
ordinance to the Recycling and 
Environment Committee, the 
Parks and Recreation Advisory 
Board, the Advisory Planning 
Board, Greenbelt Homes Inc., 
the Greenbelt East Advisory 
Committee, and Springhill Lake, 
while at the same time submit- 
ting a preliminary application 
along with the draft ordinance. 

Millennium Communities 

Program 

“Honor the Past, Imagine the 
Future” is the theme of the na- 
tionwide Millennium Communi- 
ties Program. Kevin Hammett, 
chair of Greenbelt’s Community 
Relations Advisory Board, pre- 
sented a recommendation from 
CRAB that Greenbelt establish 
a millennium task force to al- 

low the city to participate in 
this program for cities and 
counties across the country. 
The program is designed to pro- 
mote local celebrations of his- 
tory, culture and community. 
Hammett indicated that 
Greenbelt is uniquely qualified 
to participate in such an en- 
deavor. The task force will be 
composed of nine representa-. 
tives from existing Greenbelt 
organizations, allowing the task 
force to begin its work quickly 
and represent a broad range of 
Greenbelt organizations and in- 
terests. White again questioned 
what the city would gain or 
what it could do through this 
mechanism that it couldn’t ac- 
complish now. Hammett replied 
that the Millennium Task Force 
would build on existing infra- 
Structure of organizations and 
programs but that the task force 
could guide the city into new 
activities. Council directed staff 
to proceed with an application 
for the program. 

Fire Department Contractor 

Council unanimously ap- 
proved the Greenbelt Volunteer 
Fire Department’s selection of 
Edmar Construction for 
$150,000 for improvements and 
renovations and $30,000 for fur- 
nishings and window treatments. 
GVFD President Jay Remenick 
described the renovation project, 
which includes renovation of 
the bunk room and several of- 
fices, installation of a sprinkler 
system, installation of a fire 
alarm system, new lighting for 
the apparatus room and up- 
grades for the fire alarm. This 
project will cost about $50,000 
less than originally budgeted, 
and council congratulated 
Remenick on keeping the costs 


down while getting the neces- 
sary work done. 
Public Works Addition 

For a cost of $53,000, coun- 
cil approved the design services 
for the renovation of and addi- 
tion to the Greenbelt Public 
Works facility. The contract 
was awarded to Scott Grice Ar- 
chitects for the schematic de- 
sign and design development of 
the addition, as well as a re- 
view of the Public Works yard 
to ensure that the best use of 
the area is being made. 

Greenbelt Lake Water 

The more complex issue of 
water quality improvements at 
the Greenbelt Lake drew more 
discussion. Council finally 
agreed with management’s pro- 
posal to approve this phase of 
the improvements covering the 
Hillside Road outfall stabiliza- 
tion, the Roosevelt Center cul- 
vert and storm drain retrofit, 
and forebay improvements. 

For the time being the water 
project at the fire station would 
be eliminated. The city had 
taken this action for two rea- 
sons: the bid on the contract 
was over-budget and staff did 
not place as great a priority on 
this project. When White ques- 
tioned this statement, city 
staffer Terri Hruby explained 
that staff felt the work could be 
done later, perhaps with in- 
house resources, or scaled back 
to match earlier cost estimates. 

Even without the fire station 
project, the city will have to di- 
vert $12,000 from funds ear- 
marked for traffic calming to fi- 
mance the water quality 
projects. This aspect concerned 
Roberts, who wanted to ensure 
that this transfer would not 
jeopardize the traffic calming 
program. McLaughlin ex- 
plained that the city had_tried 
several approaches to traffic 
calming and could continue to 
experiment, and to implement 
the best solutions where 
needed. White had an overall 
concern that the residents didn’t 
understand the City’s water 
quality strategy. 
that staff prepare a brief fact 
sheet outlining the approach 
and describing the various 
projects. On a final note in 
this portion of the meeting, 
Turnbull suggested that the city 
work with the fire department 
contractor (previously approved 
for renovation work there) to 
see if there could be any coor- 
dination to encompass the water 
quality work. 

Community Center Windows 

Council approved a small 
contract of $10,000 for Vitetta 
Architects to design a method 
to refurbish the existing win- 
dows in the Community Center. 
Vitetta will then select three 
companies to do demonstration 
windows based on that design. 
Vitetta will test both the meth- 
ods and quality of workmanship 
of the three firms. 

Following the demonstration 
work, Vitetta will finalize its 
plan and a proposal will be 
sought from the recommended 
contractor. The actual window 
renovation is budgeted at an es- 
timated $400,000, already in- 
cluded in the Capital Projects 
Fund for this fiscal year. 

City Compensation Plan 

After Mayor Davis said, “J 
don’t understand a word of 
this,”’ McLaughlin made an- 
other attempt to explain pro- 
posed changes in the city’s 
compensation plan, mainly to 
eliminate the city’s merit or 
administrative increase and re- 
place it with a cost-of-living ad- 


He suggested . 


justment (COLA). City employ- 
ees who have been without a 
COLA since 1996 were con- 
cerned that their salaries have not 
kept up with others in their fields. 

While the overwhelming ma- 
jority of city employees have 
been receiving the merit in- 
creases as well as performance 
bonuses, these were not across 
the board. The situation par- 
ticularly disadvantaged the 
more recent hires, employees 
with fewer than six years ser- 
vice with the city.

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Educated Consumers 


Save on Car Repairs 


Being an educated consumer 
can prevent auto repair rip-offs, 
says Attorney General J. Joseph 
Curran, Jr. in the latest issue of 
his monthly consumer publication 
“The Consumer’s Edge.” Taking 
the time to find a reputable me- 
chanic, learning consumer rights 
and getting a second opinion for 
major repairs are strategies he 
recommends. 

Curran recommends consumers 
shop for a good mechanic by get- 
ting recommendations from 
friends and family, checking a re- 
pair shop’s complaint records 
with the Attorney General’s Con- 
sumer Protection Division, seek- 
ing out mechanics who have 
good credentials and certification, 
and calling references supplied by 
the shop. 

“Complaints about shoddy 
workmanship, misdiagnosis of the 
car’s problem and unauthorized 
repairs are always among our top 
consumer complaints,” Curran 
said. “Being forearmed with 
knowledge can help you steer 
Clear of auto repair fraud.” 

Consumers should be aware of 
these rights when taking their 
cars in for repair: 

1. Entitlement to a written 
estimate for all repairs costing 
more than $50 and no charge 
more than 10 percent over the 
written estimate without the 
owner’s consent. 

2. No charge for any re- 
pairs the owner didn't authorize. 
Owners should be sure to read 
the repair order carefully and un- 
derstand it before signing. 

3. The owner has a right to 
keep the replaced parts, and 
should tell the shop before they 
begin work that they should be 
returned. If there is a problem 
later with the repairs, the parts 
may help resolve the dispute. 
The invoice should list all work 
performed, all parts supplied and 
any surcharges. Any used, rebuilt 
or reconditioned parts must be 
identified. The invoice should be 
kept in case you have problems 
with the work that was done — or 
was supposed to have been done.

Then we 
found out that my wife was preg- 
nant, so we reapplied. We were 
eligible to become Greendalers! 
We started with almost nothing 
when we moved out here. It was 
very attractive, though the streets 
were all gravel. But I liked the 
house and that was all we had in 
mind—a nice house to start rais- 
ing a family. —Art Krueger

—Chet Moehrlin 
Finally, in April, 1938, the 
magical letter arrived that we could 
move in May. That same day 
Monroe had a work cutback which 
reduced his meager apprentice 
earnings of $65 a month to $48 a 
month—less than the required 
minimum wage. The government 
allowed for the fact, at the comple- 
tion of Monroe’s apprenticeship, he 
would be earning a full salary of 
$150 a month. I was earning the 
queenly sum of $30 a week as a 
credit union teller. Wive’s salaries 
were not counted as it was as- 
sumed a woman would quit work 
when she started a family. When 
we finally did move into our beau- 
tiful unit. . . in August of 1938, we
